REPORT ADOPTED 


Substitute Plan Truing 
Court Action Rejected 
by Commissioners. 


Approval bv the cliv of the report 
of City Attorney Peterson in con­ 
nection with the Lewis R. Anderson 
ease Monday afternoon was not ac­ 
complished without an argument 
between Commissioner Harm, head 
of the street department and Ma’ * 
or Hedge. Harm contending for a 
change in the phraseology of the 
resolution.

council to accept. It was refused,

RADIO REFUSED 
HOUSE SANCTION 


Solons Defeat ijancaster 
Members* Attempt to 
Re-install It. 


Lancaster county members made 
a vain attempt in the state repre­ 
sentative diet Tuesday forenoon to 
reverse the chamber’s action of 
Monday In ordering the removal of 
radio apparatus which bad been set 
up on the speaker's rostrum for the 
purpose of broadcasting part of the 
proceedings each day.
